ut = of Parliament,aud common Liberty of the Sub- 
jeiF,are bafled andinjured by ſeveral ſorts of malignant

Commons ,and how great an Obligation lies upon them in 
Honour ,Conſcience,and Duty according tothe high tru 
repoſe inthecn,to uſe all poſible means in ſuch caſes, p 
the timely prevention of ſo great and irrecoverable evils 
1 they have thought fit ropubliſh their = and apprehen.- 
ſion of this imminent danger, thereby to excite all mell- 
aFetted perſons tocontribute their beſt aſſittance,. accor- 
ng $0 their ſolemn Yowes and Proteſtation, to the Pre- 
parations neceſſary for the oppoſing and ſuppreſiing of the 
Trayterous attempts of theſe wicked and malignant 
Counſellours,who ſeek to. engage the King in ſo dange- 
10u5 and deſtruttive an enterpriſe, aud the whole King- 
dome in a civill Warre,and deſtroy the.

I. They the ſaid Lords an4 Commons doe De- 
clare, That whoſoever ſhall bring in any proportion 
of ready Money, or Plate, or ſhall underwrite to fur- 
niſh and maintain any number of Horſe, Horſemen, 
and'Arms, tor the preſervation of the publike Peace, 
and for the defence of the King, and both Houſes of 
Parliament from force and violence, and to uphold 
the Power and Priviledges of Parliament, according -. 
to his Proteſtation, itſhall be held a good and accep- 
table ſervice to the Common-wealth, and ateſtimo-. 
nie of his good aftc&tion to the Proteſtant Religion, 
the Laws, Liberties, and peace of this Kingdome,and 

tothe Parliament, and Priviledges thereof 
And becauſe a confiderable aid cannot be raiſed by 
few hands, and the condition of all mens eſtates and 
occaſions, is not alwayes proportionable to their 
Aﬀection ; The Lords agd Commons doe Declare 
That no mans Aﬀection ſhall be meaſured according 
to the proportion ofhis offer, ſo that he expreſſe his 
good willto this ſervice in any proportion whatſo.

2. And it is further Declared by the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament , That whoſoever ſhall 
bring in any Money or plate, or ſhall furniſh and 
maintain any Horſe, Horſemen, and Arms for the 
purpoſes aforeſaid , ſhall havetheir Money re-paid, 
with the'Intereſ, according to Eight Sper cent. 
and the full value of their Plate, with conſideration 
for the faſhion, not exceeding One ſhilling per ounce, 
and ſhall have full recompencefor all their charge,in 
finding, furniſhing, and maintaining. of Horſe, Horſe- 
men,

men, and Arms ; and for this both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment doe ingage the publike Faith, 


3. Andit is Ordained, That Sir 7ohn Wolafton, 
Knight and Alderman, Alderman Towſe, Alderman 
Warner, and Alderman Andrews, ſhall bethe Treaſu- 
rers to reccive all ſuch Money, and Plate, as (ha'l be 
broughc in for the purpoſesafSreſaid. And that the 
Acquittances of them, or any two of them, for the 
Receit of the ſame ſhall be a ſuGicient\ ground for 
the party ſo lending Money or Plate, to demand the 
fame again with {the intereſt, and likewiſe conſtdera- 
tionfor the faſhion of the Plate. 


4. Itis Ordered, That there ſhall be Commiſla- 
ries to value the Horſe and Armes that hall be fur- 
niſhed for this ſervice ; apd that a ſignification under 
the hands of them, or any two ofthem of ſuch va- 
lues of the Horſe and Arms, and of the time when 
they were firſt brought in, ſhall be a Warrant to de- 
mand ſ:tisfaion according to the ſaid values, and 


they ſhall keep an account of thetime, from the firſt” 


Inrolment of any ſuch Horſe and Horſemen, That 
ſuch as finde and maintaine them, may be re-paid ac- 
cording to the rate of 2 5. 6d, per diem, for ſo long 
timeas they have maintained them. in this ſervice; 
And the Commiſſarics are to attend at Gui{d-hall, tor 
the recciving and inrolling of ſuch numbers of Horſe 
as ſhall be broughtin. .
